In  accepting  the  trust,  the  Committee  chosen  by  the  town, 
realize  their  work  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  its  citizens.  We  soon 
learned  we  could  not  proceed  agreeable  to  the  minds  of  all  par- 
ties, some  advising  one  thing,  some  another ;  some  to  do  as 
small  an  amount  of  work  as  possible,  while  the  advice  of  others 
would  be,  a  liberal  expenditure.  Quite  a  sum  of  money  was  tpx- 
pended  by  the  town  in  procuring  and  fencing  a  suitable 
Cemetery,  and  your  Trustees  saw  that  quite  an  additional  ex- 
pense would  be  necessary  to  secure  the  desired  result. 

First,  that  any  lot  in  the  enclosure  could  be  quickly  located, 
that  parties  could  chose  any  lot  they  would  like,  and  to  make 
the  place  attractive  enough  for  them  to  buy. 

With  that  end  in  view,  we  proceeded  to  build  the  lots  and 
roads,  as  per  plans  previously  drawn  b}'^  Mr.  Hoyt  of  Port- 
smouth, as  per  order  of  Selectmen.  Lots  are  about  ten  inches 
higher  than  roads.  A  road  machine  was  used,  which  did  the 
work  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  A  circular  piece  of  face  wall  has 
been  built  each  side  of  entrance  at  highway.  A  substantial 
stone  and  wrought  iron  front  has  been  placed  in  position,  at 
said  entrance,  ten    feet  from    highway  line.  As    there  was  a 


w 

descent  from  highwaj'to  this  point,  a  grade  of  twenty  inches  in 
depth  was  required  to  bring  the  front  to  its  proper  position, 
said  grade  running  to  the  higiiway,  and  descending  inward. 

The  stone  work  was  furnished  by  Silas  Philbrick  &  Co.,  of 
Portsmouth,  the  iron-work  by  Bubier  &  Co.,  of  Boston.  About 
three  hundred  lots  16  x  20  feet  are  now  ready  for  sale,  so  built 
that  a  team  can  be  driven  two  ways  of  each  and  every  lot. 

Forty-one  lots  have  been  sold ;  about  half  of  them  have 
been  used  for  interment. 

A  hearse  is  a  necessit}^  and  should  be  procured  at  an  early  date, 
with  a  suitable  building  for  its  storage  ;  your  attention  will  be 
called  to  this  matter  in  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant.  A 
receiving  vault  should  be  built,  as  some  parties  say  they  want 
a  lot  in  the  Cemetery,  but  require  a  vault  on  the  premises.  No 
argument  is  needed  to  convince  fair  minded  men  that,  as  a 
matter  of  business  economy  and  common  sense,  is,  to  furnish 
the  requirements  of  a  Public  Cemetery. 

In  conclusion  we  would  acknowledge  the  courtesy  extended 
to  us  by  our  fellow  citizens  the  past  year;  our  thanks  are  espec- 
ially due  the  abutters,  John  O.  Locke  and  Horace  A.  Locke, 
for  courtesy  and  assistance,  in  allowing  us  to  encroach  on  them 
in  the  prosecution  of  our  work.

Fkixow  C'itizkxs  :  ■ 
It  is  gratifying  to  report  of  our  scliools  an  improvement  from 
last  year.  They  liave  been  under  the  instruction  of  teachers  who 
realized  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them  as  those  who  are  aid- 
ing to  form  the  cliaracterof  youth.  There  has  been  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  scholars  generally  to  advance  the  standard  of  their 
schools.  It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  mention  each  school  or  teach- 
er in  detail.  No  other  public  servants  of  the  town  are  annually 
complimented  or  discredited  by  published  personal  remarks.  It 
is  not  a  universal  custom  ;  and  the  only  fruits  arisin*  from  such 
remarks  are  that  they  furnish  food  for  the  vanity  of  those  com- 
mended, or  serve  to  tickle  the  minds  of  the  unfriendly  in  case  a 
teacher  has  been  unsuccessful.  We  have  endeavored  to  secure 
the  services  of  the  best  teachers,  and  in  no  case  have  we  em- 
■  ployed  without  their  having  been  well  recommended.  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  note  an  important  advancement  made  by  the 
parents, — the  fact  tliat  they  demand  strict  dicipline.  No 
complaints  have  been  made  that  the  teacher  was  too  severe. 
We  would  remind  parents  of  the  importance  of  seeing 
that  their  children  are  constant  and  punctual  in  their  attendanc 
at  school.  What  interest  can  we  expect  them  to  have  in  a  school 
they  attend  irregularly?  or  what  knowledge  will  they  get  of  a 
study  when  lessons  are  passed  over  and  never  learned?  The 
loss  to  your  children  in  this  respect  is  very  great ;  and  when 
instruction,  text  books,  and  supplies  are  all  furnished  free  to 
all  pupils,  it  seems  incredible  to  know  that  any  scholar  should 
be  allowed  to  be  absent  from  school  without  proper  cause.  The 
expenditure  for  books   has  been  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
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Some  of  the  Readers  and  Geographies  that  have  been  in  con- 
stant use  since  the  town  system  has  been  in  vogue  have  been 
repLiced  with  new  ones.  Every  scholar,  old  enough  to  use  one, 
has  been  supplied  with  a  copy  of  "Webster's  Handy  Diction- 
ary." "Brand's  Lessons  on  the  Human  Body"  has  been  supplied 
to  meet  the  demand  of  those  taking  up  the  study  of  Physiology. 

We  feel  it  our  duty  to  call  yonr  attention  to  the  need  of  a 
new  building  for  school  purposes  at  the  Center. 

This  town,  with  its  sound  finances,  its  buildings  of  all  kinds 
in  good  condition,  and  with  its  large  influx  of  summer  visitors, 
cannot  afford  to  allow  such  a  building  as  the  Center  school-house 
to  remain  in  use  for  school  purposes. 

A  building  with  two  schoolrooms,  one  of  which  to  accomo- 
date all  of  the  advanced  pupils  in  town,  is  just  what  is  needed. 
To  grade  our  schools  would  requii'e  every  pupil  to  reach  a  certain 
standard  before  entering  this  proposed  graded  or  high  school, 
thereby  stimulating  them  to  be  more  diligent  and  persevering 
in  their  studies.  There  are  pupils  from  this  town  attending 
school  elsewhere  at  an  agregate  cost  to  their  parents  that  ex-  ' 
ceeds  our  annual  expenditure  for  school  purposes ;  and  many 
Others  that  do  not  attend  school  who  would  if  we  had  a  suita- 
ble school  to  accommodate  them. 

To  every  citizen  intei-ested  in  the  highest  welfare  of  the 
community,  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  question  of  es- 
tablishing a  free  public  library  under  the  provisions  of  the 
1891  law.  At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  81  towns  voted  fav- 
orably on  the  question.  A  free  public  library  is  a  good  invest- 
ment for  any  town,  and  tlie  result  of  which  would  be  a  mater- 
ial benefit  to  all  classes    of  the  people. 

The  past  year  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  pupils  of  our 
schools  by  their  celebrating  the  four-hundredth  anniversary  of 
•the  discovery  of  America.  The  President  of  the  United  States, 
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issued  a  proclamation  in  accordance  witli  a  resolution  of  Con- 
gress, "recommcndino-  to  the  people  the  observance,  in  all  their 
localities,  of  the  four-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of 
America  on  the  21st.  day  of  October,  1892,  by  public  demons- 
trations, and  by  suitable  exercises  in  the  public  schools  and 
other  places  of  assembly." 

Appropriate  exercises  were  held  at  the  town  hall,  Friday 
evening  October  21st.,  in  which  130  scholars  in  charge  of  their 
teachers  participated.  A  large  and  appreciative  audience  assem- 
bled. The  program  for  the  evening  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  dedicatory  execises  of  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition 
grounds,  in  Chicago,  were  held  Columbus  day.  This  exposi- 
tion was  projected  to  celebrate  the  four-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  discovery  of  the  New  World,  and  it  would  fall  short  of  its 
purpose  if  it  failed  to  show  the  enlightenment  and  progressive 
condition  of  the  country,  in  contrast  with  its  wild  state  when 
Columbus  announced  the  finding  of  another  continent. 

At  this  exposition  will  be  seen  the  best  work  of  the  great- 
est men  and  women  in  all  fields — art,  science,  industry,  inven- 
tion,— everything  in  fact,  that  contributes  to  the  greatness  and 
glory  of  a  nation. 

At  the  Liberal  Arts  Building,  every  method  employed  for 
instructing  the  young  will  be  seen,  not  only  in  our  own  country, 
but  also  in  all  civilized  countries  in  the  world.  The  rural  school 
as  well  as  the  city  will  be  represented. 

A  century,  with  all  its  dangers  and  opportunities,  its  trials 
and  successes,  will  lapse  and  three  generations  pass  away  be- 
fore this  memoi'ial  da}'  will  again  return  to  the  children  of  this 
nation. 

Our  fathers  in  their  wisdom  knew  that  the  foundation  of 
liberty,  fraternity,  and  equality,  must  be  universal  education. 

The  free  school  lias  been  in  the  past  and  will  be  in  the  fu-

ture  the  corner-stoiie  of  the  republic, — the  institution  "closest 
to  the  people,  most  characteristic  of  the  people,  and  fullest  of 
hope  for  the  people. 

It  is  estimate  that  $125,000,000,  or  one  fifth  of  all  the  taxes, 
is  expended  to  educate  the  13.000.000  schoolchildren  in  the 
United  States.  At  no  time  since  the  discovery  has  the  demand 
for  public  instruction  been  so  great  as  at  the  present  time. 

The  government  of  this  country  is  certain  to  be  like  its  peo- 
ple. The  scholars  of  today  will  soon  be  the  people.  It  is  the 
highest  duty  of  American  citizens  to  educate  the  rising  genera- 
tion.
